The In­ 
dians are picturesque and beautiful 
to behold on an Indian summer day 
and where distance lands enchant­ 
ment, but with the lake settlers tbe 
matter is robbed of alt poetic and 
sentimental coloring, for the white 
man Is expanding so fast around the 
lake that tbe Indian is ever present 
and is more ar less annoying. When 
the reservation was thrown open to 
settlement the Chippewa was loth to 
go to White Earth to live, and only 
about 20(1 of tbe Iske Indians left the 
Mille Lacs reservation, tbe rest tar­ 
rying until the last long sunset. But 
the white people have got tired of 
waiting for tbe sunset and intend to 
ask Unele 8am to take his wards and 
start them in farming somewhere, 
j 
There is nothing but the wild rice 
fields, the lake for fish, a little trap­ 
ping, and the sugar bush for the 
Chippewa. The only land be has 
left are the old bnriai grounds about 
the lake, and it look* as if tbe In­ 
dian Itureau intended to make provi­ 
sions for enough ground to bury the 
rest of tbe Mille Lacs Indians at the 
lake, for Indian Commissioner Jones 
has written the State auditor, re­ 
questing the State to reconvey to 
the United States lot 4, section 28, 
township 43, range 27, of the old 
Mille Lacs reservation, stating that 
this went to tbe state under the 
swamp land grant of I860. 
It is 
wanted for an Indian burying ground. 
Tbis piece of ground is right north 
of Vineland. 
The Indian commis­ 
sioner thibks it would make a fine 
happy hunting ground for the last of 
the Mille Lacs Indians. Under the 
Morris act which reserved certain 
lands for burial grounds, the old 
Coltin» homestead was taken for tbe 
purpose, but this is not sufficient.
